a minute before starting time and told 
him the good news. 
W hen he reached the chib Heilm an 
lost no time in railing up W illiam 
Hawley, the balloonist’s brother, who 
has spent the last week either at the 
club or at the mid of a telephone wire 
waiting for news. 
He got H aw ley and 
it wa.- a bit hard to make H aw ley un 
derst and that his brother was really 
sate, but when he did, Mr. Melt man 
heard a fervent "Thank God,” and then 
apparently Mr. Haw ley dropped the 
receiver.
